THE MIGHTY MISSISSIPPI. 


Annual Report of the Improvement Be- 
tween the Ohio and Illinois Rivers. 
Wasninoton, August 7.—Maj. Ernst, corps en- 
gineer in charge ofthe improvement of the Missis- 
ppi between the Illinois and Ohio Rivers, and 
other minor improvements, has made his annual re- 
port. The original estimated cost of the 
improvement as revised in 1883 was $16,997,100. 
The aggregate amount appropriated to July 8. 
1884, is $3,364,000. There is available for the present 
fiscal year $525,854, and an appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 is asked for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1886. 
It is proposed to expend the obs er on in carry- 
ing out the plan heretofore adopted. This is to first 
improve that of the river 
low St. Louis; to make the improvement continuous, 
beginning at St. Louis and working down stream, 
reclaiming land, and building up new banks, and 
reducin the river to approximately a uniform 
width of about 2.500 feet. The alluvial banks are to 
be protected from erosions. It is proposed by this 
means to secure a channel depth of at least eight 
feet at lowest stage. The depth is now 
liable to become four feet, or even less in 
some places, and less than eight feet in every place 
where the width is greater than 2,500 feet. The 
changeable character of the river, Maj. Ernst says, 
renders it impracticable to give in advance the exact 
localities where the works will be required. Rela- 
tive to the work of the past year, Maj. Ernst says: 
The funds available durin; the year were not suf- 
ficient in amount to justify the wunder- 
taking of any new work or even to 
7 — successfully all those which 
ad already been inaugurate l. They were applied 
as far as possibie to such work as was in urgent heed 
of repair and extension, to prevent a loss of part of 
the results previously obtained. An appropriation 
of $41,820 is asked for the improvement of the Miss- 
issippi at Cape Girardeau, and $5,000 for the remov- 
al of snags in the Osage River. No appropriations 
are recommended for the improvement of the Miss- 
issippi opposite St. Louis, nor for the river and har- 
bor at Alton, Lil.

LYNCHED BY COWBOYS. 


An Organized Expedition Against 
Montana Horse Thieves. 


A Suspected Man Hanged in Front of His 
Own Door—A Lively Battle. 


Lewtaton Cor. New York Sun. 

Four or five cowboys, just in from the mouth 
of the Musselshell, bring particulars of the raid 
| Bow in progress against the horse thieves of 

that section. The movement against the 
thieves was organized some time ago, and as 
soon as word got out among the boys that the 
programme was extermination, it was with the 
greatest difficulty that the managers could keep 
the number of their recruits down within the 
proper limits. The boys fairly begged for per- 
mission to go, and the greatest skill was re 
quired to get away without letting the great 
mass of applicants know of the departure. A 
dozen or more themselves at various 
points which they thought the raiders would 
pass, but the latter eluded them. 

Since their departure the whole country has 
been awaiting news of them with the keenest 

Various rumors have been in circula- 
tion, but the first satisfactory account of their 
operations was given the men belonging to 

e party who returned yesterday. The horse 
thieves of this section are desperate characters, 
mostly fugitives from justice from the States 
or from Europe, who pretend to live by farm- 
ing or stock raising. Some of m have fam- 
ilies, but even those who have none have huts, 
in which they live by themselves, keeping up a 
pretense of honesty. They have stolen from 
stock raisers and farmers in this Territory and 
in Dakota several hundred head of horses dur- 
ing the past six months, and the present raid 
was organized for the purpose of recovering the 
property, if possible, before it was disposed of, 
as Well as of punishing the guilty es. 

When the cowbo were two days out they 
came upon a humble cabin, situated near the 
Musselshell, not far from its mouth, around 
which were picketed a score of stolen animals. 
None of the party knew the man who came to 
the door, and his protestation that he was a 
square settler found some credence at first. He 
was of middle age, with grizzly hair and whis- 
kers, and had an easy and listless bearing. He 
stood in the doorway of his cabin eying his vis- 
itors sharply, but making no move and giving 
no evidence of great concern. Failing to answer 
satisfactorily the questions that were put to him, 
and not being able to explain his possession of 
the stolen stock, he was informed by his visitors 
that they believed him to be a thief, and that 
they were after just such men ashe. He shift- 
ed his position from one side of the door to the 
— ig and leaning heavily against the frame, 


What I have told you is nevertheless true. 
I bought the horses. I havelived here two 
years, and have seen lots of you fellers, I nev- 
er stole a horse.” 

The boys parleyed a while. They knew most 
of the horse thieves by sight, if not by name, 
and not one of them had ever seen this man be- 
fore. Some of them were in favor of letting 
him go, but others said this was a business trip, 
and the evidence was conclusive enough. 6 
had a lot of stolen horses, and the probability 
was that he helped steal them. He was a good 
enough thief to begin with, some one said. If 
the man, standing carelessly at his door, had 
watched them closely, as perha he did, 
through his half-ck eyes, he could have seen 
aropein one man’s hands and another man 
climbing a tree, which, growing only a few 
feet from his door, spread its branches over the 
roof of his weather-blackened home. The cow- 
boys dismounted. The rope was thrown over a 
limb. The man in the tree ＋ down, leav- 
ing a dangling noose. Two of the lynchers 
stepped to the open door and took the man by 
either shoulder and led him unresistingly down 
the little beaten path. One threw his old 
slouch hat off and the other put the noose,about 
his neck, drawing it tight, while three or four 
men having hold of the other end of the rope 
stepped off one or two paces until the cord was 
without a kink. 

I you have anything to ** remarked 
one of the cowboys, ‘‘now is the time.” 

The man looked them full in the face for an 
instant, and then raising his eyes slightly to the 
long mountain ranges in the distance, as if peer- 
ing beyond their ragged peaks, he replied; 1 
have nothing to say! 

‘‘Hoist away there, then!” 

The boys who had hold of the rope lied 
steadily and all together, raising the man by the 
neck about two feet from the ground. Then, 
fastening their end of the rope to the trunk of 
the tree, they mounted their horses and round- 
ed up the stolen animals. They cam that 
night near there, and the next morning they 
— by the little house whose former 
tenant was hanging lifeless 
shade of the ig tree. 
was still open as he had left it. 
the party dismounted and entered. He found 
an old stove, a bed neatly made. a few books, 
and two or three old daguerreotypes. 

“If he was a thief he was a queer one,” they 
all said, but he was a thief, of course, or how 
did he get the horses?” 


From this point the boys took a northerly di- 


rection, and in the course of a week came upon 


a house known to bea rendezvous of thieves. As 
they rode up they received a very different re- 
ception from the one they had at the hands of 
the silent man down the trail. Four rifles were 
thrust through a window and discharged al- 
most simultaneously. The attacking ty ro- 
turned the fire instantly, and with sack telling 
effect that the guns in the house were soon si- 
lenced. Presently the door was opened and a 
voice was heard asking foratruce. The man 
was made to throw up his hands, and another 
came out in a similar attitude. There had been 
four of them, but two had been killed by the 
first fire of the cowboys, who, widely scattered, 
had all aimed at the open window. The two 
men who surrendered begged piteously 
for their lives. They admitted 
they were thieves, but pleaded 
that they were unable to make a living in an 
other way. Neither was over 30 years old. 
When they saw preparations making for their 
execution they promised to go with their cap- 
tors and point out the hiding place of a big 
gang near the mouth of the Musselshell. Find- 
ng this a, they begged to be shot in- 
stead of hanged. The scene was a trying one 
but was soon over. They were tied up by the 
neck side by side on the same tree, and their 
dead companions were laid on the ground be- 
neath them. About thirty stolen horses were 
recovered in this vicinity. 

Pushing on to the mouth of the river. guided 
to some extent by the information given by the 
thieves just lytiched, the boys soon came upon 
a herd of horses, many of them bearing brands. 
After consultation it was agreed that they were 
probably near a big camp, and that it would be 
wide to move with great caution. Every man 
WAS instructed to — aclose watch on every 
suspicious object, and it was agreed that under 
no circumstances was a shot to be fired unless 
the presence of the thieves was actually re- 
vealed. It was toward sunset, and the ys 
scattered in reconnoitering parties of two or 
three, each armed with a rifle, two revolvers 
and a knife. Three or four remained behind 
to guard the stock. After dark the scouts began 
to comein. The first comers had found nothi 
but others had located the robber camp — 
made a fair estimate of its strength. The boys 
estimated that there were twenty or thirty of 
the robbers, all desperate characters, who would 
rather have a pitched battle than not. After a 
long council it was decided that the Wisest 
course would be to wait until sunrise and then 
stam camp. It was the unanimous 
opinion that if the raid could be made before 
many of the thieves were awake it would be 
the best policy, but if this was found to be out 
of the question, they must be taken at break- 
fast. here was not much sleep in the cowboy 
camp that night. All hands were up examin- 
ing their arms and tighteni 
long before dawn. Just a

MONASTERIES IN CHINA. 


Ascetic Life in the Windowless Pagod- 
as of Rest. 
Wong Chinfoo in the Brooklyn Eagle. 

Human nature is much the same in China as 
in . In the Flowery Kingdom men get 
tired of life, of society, of the endless struggle 
for existence, and retire to some ; 
they can 
study and benefaction. These retreets mi au) 
correspond to the monasteries of Christian lands. 
They are invariably long trick buildings, one 
‘tory in height, simple and solemn in architec- 
tare, and located either upon the mountains 
or in the depths of the forests.

Study and conversa- 
tion, the eulti vation of the fleld and en or 
the improvement of the retreat and the in- 
struction of brothers who have been less fa- 
vored, are his daily duties. At times heis 
sent out to obtain subscriptions for the common 
fund or to nurse the sick or feed the starving, 
but these occur infrequently. 

The government of the brotherhood is a pure 
autocracy. A brother superior governs for 
life. Athis death he appointsa successor; if 
the appointment lapse or be not made, the 
brothers elect one of theirown number. The 

tions are the same as in monasteries, 

omitting the element of religion. Cleanliness, 
sobriety, industry, chastity, intellect- 
uality, charity and numility are seven stars 
of their heaven. No woman is allowed to cross 
the threshold of the retreat; no wine, stimulant 
or narcotic permitted except for medical uso; on 

quarreling, loud conversation, gamies of chance, 
indelicate or vulgar talk is allowed. Disobed- 
ience is punished by reprimand, s sion, 

temporary ostracism or expulsion, according to 
the degree of the offense. Religious faith scarcly 
enters into their daily life. In the same retreat 
will be found the Brahmo Buddhist who be- 
lieves that he will, after many ages, be absorbed 
into the Divine Being, the Lama Buddhist who 
knows life to be an evil and whoprays for an- 
nihilation (Nirvana) the follower of Khoung- 
foo-tsee, who worships the spirits of his ances’ 
tor; the disciple of Lac-tse who believes in the 
immortality of all forms of life.

You can go anywhere in England if 
know that. In 1804 Euariste Parny, a poet o — 
little celebrity, produced his “Goddam! a Poem in 
Four Cantos; by a French —— dog.“ The celebrated 
maid of Orleans, Joan d Arc, was very fond of using 
this nickname for the British, when she fought 
against them. When in prison, awaiting her trial, 
the heroic maid was visited by the Earls of Warwic k 
and Stafford, who held out to her hopes 
of ransom and deliyerance from prisan.
